BERLIN - Germany, which 
declined to participate in 
the NATO air campaign 
against Libya, on Monday 
recognized the opposition 
National Transitional Coun¬ 
cil as the legitimate repre¬ 
sentative of Libya, Foreign 
Minister Guido Westerwelle 
said during a visit to the 
rebel capital of Benghazi. 
The announcement by 
Westerwelle comes af¬ 
ter weeks of hesitation by 
Germany over which rebel 
leaders or movements, if 
any, it would recognize 
as an alternative to the 
government of Moammar 
Gadhafi. 

“The Transitional Council is 
the legitimate representa¬

sponsored by CNN, repre¬ 
sented the return of Newt 
Gingrich, whose campaign 
imploded last week when vir¬ 
tually his entire senior strate¬ 
gy team resigned en masse.

Rep. Michele Bachmann 
enters presidential race

ST. PAUL, Minnesota (AP) 

— Minnesota Rep. Michele 
Bachmann, an outspoken 
Republican with close ties 
to the ultraconservative 
tea party movement, an¬ 
nounced Monday that she 
is running for president, a 
candidacy that could fur¬ 
ther shake up a volatile fight 
for the party's nomination. 
The first woman to enter 
the 2012 race, Bachmann 
announced her bid during 
a Republican presidential 
debate in New Hampshire, 
which holds nation’s first 
presidential primary. 

The third-term Minnesota 
congresswoman has been 
leaning heavily toward 
a run over the past few 
months, visiting early pri¬ 
mary states, 

raising money and railing 
against President Barack 
Obama. 

“Our country needs a 
leader who understands 
the hardships that peo¬ 
ple across America have 
been facing over the past 
few years, and who will do 
what it takes to renew the 
American dream. 

We must become a strong 
and proud America again, 
and I see clearly a better 
path to a brighter future,” 
Bachmann said in a state¬ 
ment issued through her 
new campaign. 

She brings high energy, 
charisma and proven fund¬ 
raising ability to the Repub¬ 
lican race to nominate a 
challenger to Obama. She 
also is known for unyielding 
stances, biting commen¬ 


tary and high-profile gaffes. 
Bachmann is affempfing 
the rare leap from fhe U.S. 
House of Representatives 
to the presidency. 

Despite having low senior¬ 
ity and few policy accom¬ 
plishments, she has risen to 
prominence in Washing¬ 
ton in part by her frequent 
television appearances 
and willingness to attack 
Obama in sharp terms. 


Her popularity with tea 
party activists and her cre¬ 
dentials as a social conser¬ 
vative make her a credible 
threat to other candidates 
courting conservatives 
who make up the core of 
the Republican Party. 

Her impact may be felt 
most in Iowa, the first stop

Woman with trail of dead husbands dies 

CHARLOTTE, North Carolina (AP) — An elderly grand¬ 
mother who left a trail of five dead husbands in five 
states over decades has died, leaving a longer trail of 
questions for survivors of her spouses that might never 
be answered. Betty Neumar, 79, died late Sunday or 
early Monday in a hospital in Louisiana after an illness, 
her son-in-law Terry Sanders told The Associated Press. 
“She was tough country girl and fought through a lot 
of pain,” said Sanders, who has been married 38 years 
to Neumar's daughter. Authorities in North Carolina said 
they planned to look into her death. She was free on 
$300,000 bond on three counts of solicitation to com¬ 
mit first-degree murder in the 1986 death of her fourth 
husband, Harold Gentry. Her trial was postponed numer¬ 
ous times since her arrest in 2008. “We're going to make 
sure we examine the death certificate," said Sheriff Rick

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AP Interview: Gates sees no bar to lifting gay ban

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Defense secretary Robert 
Gates sounded cautiously 
optimistic Monday about 
developments in troubled 
Yemen, where the govern¬ 
ment and opposition tribes 
have engaged in armed 
clashes and pushed the 
country toward civil war. 
Gates said the situation has 
calmed a bit since Presi¬ 
dent Ali Abdullah Saleh left 
for neighboring Saudi Ara¬ 
bia on June 5 for medical 
treatment of wounds re¬ 
ceived in an attack on his 
compound in Yemen. 

“I don’t think you’ll see 
a full-blown war there,” 
Gates said. “With Saleh 
being in Saudi Arabia, 
maybe something can be 
worked out to bring this 
to a close" by finding an 
accommodation among 
Saleh's family, opposition 
tribes and the military. On 
Afghanistan, Gates said 
Americans should be reas¬ 
sured that the White House 


is making another “deep 
dive" review of the situation 
as part of President Barack 
Obama's coming decision 
on how many U.S. troops 
to withdraw in July. He said 
he also expects the Iraqi 


government to request that 
some U.S. troops remain in 
Iraq beyond this year. 

On Pakistan, the Pentagon 
chief said the administra¬ 
tion was concerned by the 
suspicious outcome of an 


effort to share U.S. intelli¬ 
gence about the location 
of militants’ bomb facilities 
in Pakistan’s tribal region. 

As an act of faith to restore 
relations with Pakistan, U.S. 
intelligence in recent weeks 


shared the location of two 
such compounds believed 
to contain bomb material 
held by the al-Qaida-linked 
Haqqani extremist network. 
But by the time Pakistani 
authorities reached the 


facilities, they had been 
vacated. Gates said. “We 
don’t know the specifics of 
what happened," he said. 
“There are suspicions and 
there are questions, but I 
think there was clearly dis¬ 
appointment on our part.” 
A U.S. official said Mon¬ 
day that after tipping off 
Pakistani intelligence to the 
location of the two com¬ 
pounds, U.S. drones and 
satellite feeds showed the 
militants cleared out the 
contents at both sites. 

The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, 
said the assumption was 
that the Pakistanis had 
tipped off the Haqqanis. 
Asked whether it was time 
to take a harder line with 
Pakistan, Gates counseled 
patience and noted that 
the Pakistanis have not for¬ 
gotten that the U.S. aban¬ 
doned them in the late 
1980s after the Soviets pull¬ 
out out of Afghanistan. 

“We need each other, and 
this relationship goes be¬ 
yond Afghanistan,” he said. 
“It has to do with regional 


stability and I think we have 
to be realistic about Paki¬ 
stani distrust ... and their 
deep belief that when 
we're done with al-Qaida 
that we’ll be gone, again.” 
Despite recurring tensions 
between Washington and 
Islamabad, and questions 
by some in Congress about 
the wisdom of having spent 
billions of dollars on aiding 
Pakistan since al-Qaida’s 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 

against the United States, 
Gates said the effort has 
paid off. “I think it's been a 
worthwhile investment on 
our part,” he said. Gates, 
who originally opposed U.S. 
military intervention in Libya, 
predicted that strongman 
Moammar Gadhafi will fall, 
“whether it's of his own vo¬ 
lition or somebody takes 
care of it for him.”

Syrian unrest stirs new fear of a deeper sectarian divide

BEIRUT, Lebanon - The Syr¬ 
ian government’s retaking 
of a town this weekend 
that had teetered beyond 
its control is sharpening 
sectarian tensions along 
one of the country’s most 
explosive fault lines: rela¬ 
tions between the Sunni 
Muslim majority and the mi¬ 
nority Alawite sect to which 
the family of President 
Bashar Assad belongs, 
residents and officials say. 
Each side offered a lifany 
of complainfs abouf fhe 
other, according to inter¬ 
views with refugees, resi¬ 
dent and activists, suggest¬ 
ing, even in a small sample, 
deepening animosities in 
a country where the fear 
of civil war is at once real 
and used as a pretext for 
suppressing dissent. Syria is 
a volatile blend of Sunnis, 
Alawifes, Chrisfians, Kurds 
and others inhabiting the 
same land but with dispro¬ 
portionate political power 
vested in the Alawite elite. 
Jisr al-Shughour, where the 
government used tanks 
and helicopters to crush 
what it called “armed ter¬ 
rorist gangs," sits in a land¬ 
scape as complicated as 
anywhere in Syria. It is a 
Sunni town with an Alawi¬ 
te town less than a mile to 
the south, interspersed with 
Christian and more Sunni 
settlements. One Sunni resi¬ 
dent of Jisr al-Shughour said 
he received a text mes¬ 
sage from an Alawite friend 
asking if his family was OK. 

“I replied, ‘My two sisters 
with a baby have been 
killed,”’ said the resident, 
who gave his name as 


Mohammed. Others ac¬ 
cused Alawite neighbors 
of taking part in the crack¬ 
down, some coming from 
a town less than a mile 
away. Some suggested 
those same neighbors set 
up checkpoints on nearby 


roads, ostensibly to detain 
government opponents. 
Alawifes, on the other hand, 
shuddered at the prospect 
of Sunni insurgents who they 
believe may have helped 
wrest Jisr al-Shughour, at 
least momentarily, from 


governmenf hands. 

“I’m so worried fhaf the 
country might be dragged 
toward a sectarian confron¬ 
tation,” said Aqsam Naisi, 
an Alawite lawyer and hu¬ 
man rights activist in Da¬ 
mascus. “Jisr al-Shughour is 


one example, and I hope it 
will be one that passes.” 
The prospect alarms out¬ 
siders as well and has been 
one reason that the United 
States and Arab neighbors 
have as a whole been re¬ 
luctant to push out Assad. 
“The sectarian aspect, the 
divisions and the animos¬ 
ity are getting worse,” said 
an Obama administra¬ 
tion official in Washington, 
speaking on the condition 
of anonymify. “I don’t think 
it will go away. What hap¬ 
pened in the northwest will 
only harden the Alawite 
feelings, harden them as 
a group, harden their ani¬ 
mosity toward the Sunnis 
and vice versa. It will only 
harden this divide.” The 
depth of sectarian divisions 
in Syria - a country no less 
diverse than Iraq and Leb¬ 
anon, both neighbors that 
fought civil wars - remains 
in dispute, although they 
already have punctuated 
protests and crackdowns 
in towns like Baniyas, on the 
Mediterranean coast, and 
Tel Kalakh, near the Leba¬ 
nese border, since the upris¬ 
ing erupted in March.Q 


Hezbollah-heavy cabinet named in Lebanon

BEIRUT, Lebanon - Lebanon’s new 
prime minister, Najib Mikati, an¬ 
nounced Monday a long-delayed 
government dominated by members 
and allies of the Shiite militant group 
Hezbollah, a move likely to alarm West¬ 
ern powers. Mikati was appointed in 
January after Hezbollah and its allies 
toppled the Western-backed govern¬ 
ment of Saad Hariri in a dispute over 
the investigation of the killing of Hariri's 


father, Rafik, a billionaire and former 
prime minister. Five months passed 
between Mikati's appointment and 
Monday's announcement, a pro¬ 
tracted dispute that many Lebanese 
saw as emblematic of the country's 
political dysfunction. While bickering 
over posts in the cabinet and their 
distribution among sects and political 
powers was the ostensible reason for 
the delay, the arguments underlined 
a country deeply divided over ques¬ 
tions of ideology, the power of for¬ 


eign patrons and which community 
would hold sway over Lebanon's po¬ 
litical landscape. As the cabinet was 
announced, many expressed relief, 
hoping for a respite from the series of 
crises that has marked Lebanon since 
Hariri’s assassination in 2005. But only 
a couple of hours later, Talal Arslan, 
a state minister in the new cabinet, 
announced his resignation, accusing 
Mikati of being a “liar” and of seeking 
to deprive the minority Druse of key 
cabinet posts. □ 
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Yemen’s opposition meets with vice president

SANAA, Yemen - Leaders 
of the political opposition 
met Monday with Yemen’s 
vice president. Abed Rab- 
bo Mansour al-Hadi, and 
two other senior governing 
party officials here in the 
first known meeting be¬ 
tween the two sides since 
the beginning of the year. 
The U.S. ambassador, Ger¬ 
ald Feierstein, had pressed 
both sides to meet after the 
attack on the presidential 
palace June 3. President 
Ali Abdullah Saleh was se¬ 
riously wounded in the at¬ 
tack, as were at least five 
other senior officials of the 
governing party. The follow¬ 
ing day, Saleh and about a 
dozen senior political allies 
were transferred to Saudi 
Arabia for medical treat¬ 
ment. 

In accordance with Ye¬ 
men’s Constitution, Hadi 
became acting president 
in Saleh's absence. 

Both sides described the 
meeting as a first step to¬ 
ward reconciliation. The 
distrust between the parties 
has only grown worse since 
the popular uprising call¬ 
ing for Saleh’s ouster be¬ 
gan in January; bickering 
between the two sides has 
been a factor in prevent¬ 
ing a resolution to the po¬ 
litical stalemate in Yemen, 


which has left the country's 
economy on the verge of 
collapse. 

The meeting did not neces¬ 
sarily indicate movement

on a transition of power, 
or that a Western-backed 
plan brokered by a bloc 
of Persian Gulf nations to 


end the crisis was going 
to be resuscitated. Mean¬ 
while, questions continue 
to be raised about Saleh's 
health. Diplomats in Sanaa, 
the capital, and Riyadh, 
Saudi Arabia, where he is 
being treated, said his con¬ 
dition had grown worse. But 
a Saudi doctor was quoted 
by a Yemeni news agency 
as saying that the president 
was improving. 

Hostility between the gov¬ 
erning party and a coalition 
of opposition parties known 
as the JMP is “why he have 
this crisis," said Mohammed 
Tayeb, a leading official in 
the governing party. 

One of the coalition’s lead¬ 
ers, Mohammed Abdel- 
Malik al-Mutawakil, said 
that the coalition “now 
wants to establish a link be¬ 
tween them and us.” For 
months, the opposition co¬ 
alition had refused to meet 
directly with the governing 
party, but Saleh's depar¬ 
ture has evidently caused a 
change in its stance. 

After the meeting, al-Mut- 
awakil said that when the 
opposition tried to discuss 
a transfer of power with al- 
Hadi, the vice president, 
“he wanted to avoid be¬ 
ing frank in that issue." 
Tayeb said that a discussion 
about a transition of power 
was not the purpose of the 
meeting.Q 


Syrian blog hoaxer says sorry, but anger remains

LONDON (AP) — A 40-year- 
old American man living in 
Scotland said Monday he’s 
sorry for posing as a Syrian 
lesbian blogger who of¬ 
fered vivid accounts of life 
amid revolt and repression 
in Damascus, a still-unravel¬ 
ing hoax that has exposed 
the difficulty of sifting truth 
from fiction online. 

Tom MacMaster said he 
created the fictional per¬ 
sona of Amina Arraf and 
the “Gay Girl in Damascus” 
blog to draw attention to 
conditions in a Middle East 
convulsed by change. 

“I never meant to hurt any¬ 
one,” the Edinburgh Univer¬ 
sity grad student wrote in a 
long apology on the blog. 
The university said it had 
suspended MacMaster’s 
computer privileges while 
it investigated whether he 
had breached its rules. 

And as the deceit un¬ 
spooled, a second blogger 


known as Paula Brooks, who 
posted some of the fraudu¬ 
lent Arraf’s comments on a 
lesbian news site, admitted 
to being a man who had 
adopted a fake lesbian 
persona. 

The Washington Post re¬ 
ported late Monday that 
“Brooks” was a 58-year-old 
retired U.S. air force mem¬ 
ber named Bill Graber. 
Graber admitted the de¬ 
ceit when phoned by the 
AP. 

He said he had set up the 
Lezgetreal.com site to ad¬ 
vance the gay and lesbian 
cause and felt he would 
not be taken seriously as a 
straight man. 

“LezGetReal was not meant 
to be deceitful or con any¬ 
one,” he said. 

He also claimed to have 
helped unmask MacMas¬ 
ter by tracking his posts to 
computer servers in Edin¬ 
burgh. 

“He would have got away 
with it if I hadn’t been such 


a stand-up guy,” Graber 
said. 

Gay rights activists and 
bloggers say MacMaster's 
deceit has endangered 
real people who are trying 
to tell their stories in authori¬ 
tarian societies. 

“He completely stole the 
limelight of real LGBT blog¬ 
gers and activists in the 
Middle East and diverted 
it in a negative way,” said 
Dan Littauer of the website 
Gay Middle East. 

Daniel Nassar, the pseud¬ 
onym of a Syrian man affili¬ 
ated with Gay Middle East, 
said MacMaster had put all 
gay Syrians in danger. 

“If I was living in a country 
where I could sue this per¬ 
son because he has dam¬ 
aged me and damaged 
my cause ... then I would,” 
he said. 

The blogs about life as a 
Syrian-American lesbian 
grabbed international at¬ 
tention soon after they be¬ 
gan in February. □

Video shows prosecutor’s decapitation 

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — Federal officials say they 
found a video of the decapitation of a Guatemalan 
prosecutor in the cell phone of an alleged Zetas car¬ 
tel member captured earlier this month. The 50-second 
video recorded May 24 purportedly shows now-de¬ 
tained Mexican suspect Salvador Arguelles Briones cut¬ 
ting prosecutor Alan Stwolinsky’s head off with a large 
knife. Photos in the cell phone show Arguelles holding 
another decapitated head, and a heart close to his 
mouth as if about to eat it. 

Interior Ministry authorities showed the video to The 
Associated Press over the weekend. Arguelles was ar¬ 
rested on June 4 with 14 others in connection with the 
murder of Stwolinsky. His killing is believed to have been 
retaliation for helping seize 434 kilograms (957 pounds) 
of cocaine from the Zetas.Q 

Ex-Army major pleads guilty to bribes 

IRAQ — A retired U.S. Army major pleaded guilty Mon¬ 
day to accepting $250,000 in bribes for contracts to 
supply bottled water to American troops in Iraq and Af¬ 
ghanistan. Derrick Shoemake, 49, entered pleas to two 
bribery counts in federal court in Los Angeles, the De¬ 
partment of Justice said. Shoemake was in charge of 
coordinating and accepting delivery of bottled water 
to troops in Iraq when he served at Camp Arifjan in Ku¬ 
wait in 2005 and 2006. Authorities said two military con¬ 
tractors, one from Saudi Arabia and another from India, 
paid him to award them bottled water contracts. The 
Justice Department said some of the money was de¬ 
livered to Shoemake in cash in Kuwait and the rest was 
hand-delivered to his wife in Moreno Valley, California. 
Each count is punishable by 15 years in prison, plus a 
fine of at least $250,000. Sentencing has not been setO 

Carstens questions European the IMF 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mexican central banker Agus- 
tin Carstens said Monday that the next leader of the 
International Monetary Fund should not be European 
because those nations are borrowing heavily from the 
lending organization. But he also acknowledged that 
his own bid was a long shot. Carstens pressed his can¬ 
didacy to head the IMF during a speech at the Peter¬ 
son Institute for International Economics, a Washington 
think tank. European officials have closed ranks behind 
French Finance Minister Christine Lagarde, who has 
emerged as the front-runner. Carstens acknowledged 
the steep challenge he faces, saying the chances of 
Lagarde winning the job are “quite high." Carstens he 
said it was important for developing countries to have 
a choice in the election. 

He made the point that Lagarde’s candidacy would 
create “conflicts of interest” because Greece, Ireland 
and Portugal are borrowing heavily from the Fund. And 
while he may not succeed, he said he hoped his candi¬ 
dacy would pave the way for emerging market candi¬ 
dates in the future. □

European natural gas pipelines 
plagued by uncertainties

BRUSSELS - Europe would like nothing better than to have 
a secure and predictable supply of natural gas to deal 
with harsh winters. Yet two competing projects remain 
plagued by uncertainties, presenting political challenges 
that have yet to be addressed. 

The EU relies on Russia for about 25 percent of its natural 
gas, and that dependence is likely to increase unless it 
secures alternative supplies. 

In 2006, after Russia turned off the flow of gas to Ukraine 
- long the established route for sending Russian gas to Eu¬ 
rope - in the dead of winter, the European Commission 
cranked up plans developed a few years earlier to build 
a pipeline, Nabucco, to deliver gas to Europe from the 
Caspian region and bypass Russia. 

A year later, Gazprom, the monopoly exporter of Russia’s 
natural gas, and Eni, a major Italian energy company, in¬ 
troduced plans for South Stream. The project calls for run¬ 
ning a pipeline underneath the Black Sea and delivering 
large amounts of fuel to the EU sometime in the second 
half of this decade. But despite years of promotion, the 
cost and even the exact route for South Stream are still 
unclear. “More than ever South Stream looks like an im¬ 
plausibly huge and risky investment,” said Christian Egen- 
hofer, an energy expert at the Center for European Policy 
Studies, a research group in Brussels. “But the more that 
South Stream appears real, the more that Russia can be¬ 
guile Europe into thinking that alternatives to Russian gas 
are unnecessary.” 

Nevertheless, the plan already has served a valuable pur¬ 
pose for Russia by casting further doubt on the viability 
of rival projects that would loosen Moscow’s grip on the 
European market. It has also weakened the bargaining 
power of middlemen like Ukraine that have sought to 
cash in on their strategic locations. 

At the same time, Russia has sought to deny Nabucco vi¬ 
tal gas supplies in Asia and woo away its customer base in 
the West, in a contest that has been compared with the 
intricacies of a chess game. 

In one instance in 2007, Vladimir Putin, then Russia’s presi¬ 
dent, agreed with the leaders of Kazakhstan and Turk¬ 
menistan to build a new pipeline north, to Russia, depriv¬ 
ing Nabucco of potential gas supplies. 

Two years later, Putin, as Russia's prime minister, traveled 
to Turkey to secure an agreement allowing Gazprom to 
carry out environmental and seismic tests necessary for 
building South Stream. Just one month earlier, European 
governments signed a transit agreement with Turkey for 
Nabucco. 

One big reason for skepticism about both projects is the 
cost. The South Stream bill is estimated to be at least 15.5 
billion euros, or $22.3 billion. That is about double what Na¬ 
bucco was expected to cost, at least initially, largely be¬ 
cause Nabucco would not run under such a large body 
of water as the Black Sea, and because Nabucco would 
carry less gasO

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) 

— North and south Sudan 
have agreed “in principle” 
to demilitarize the disputed 
central Sudan region of 
Abyei and to allow an Ethi¬ 
opian peacekeeping team 
to come in, an official said.

become (even when re¬ 
jected) “the quintessential 
American style.” 

Architects and designers, 
professionally attentive to 
such matters, will not be sur¬ 
prised by that assertion or 
by the arguments the cura¬ 
tors make. But many of us, 
only intermittently attentive, 
will discover, like Moliere's 
bourgeois gentleman, that 
we have been speaking 
“prose" all our lives - prose 
written in the language of 
this style. 

But what is Colonial Re¬ 
vival? What effect does it 
have? Why has it been so 
powerful? When we enter 
the gallery, the first object 
we see is a mahogany-col¬ 
ored door within its frame, 
recently created by Peter 
Pennoyer Architects for a 
house in Nantucket, Mass. 
It is handsome, grand and, 
in certain respects, thor¬ 
oughly familiar.

The door is almost an ab¬ 
straction of the style, draw¬ 
ing on some elements, 
stripping away others, em¬ 
phasizing a commanding, 
classical authority. Its allu¬ 
sions are to the architecture 
of Colonial America, which 
was itself a kind of reduced 
version of Georgian English 
style. There should be more 
analytical detail about Co¬ 
lonial Revival here, as in 
the generally helpful com¬ 
panion book; it would help 
to be patiently shown the 
character of that grammar, 
tracing its allusions and its 
transformations. But we be¬ 
gin to piece elements to¬ 
gether ourselves in the ex¬ 
amples on display, seeing 
the relatively flat facades, 
rectangular foundations, 
columned porches, pan¬ 
eled wood doors, shingled 
roofs, red brick. 

We see, too, how these var¬ 
ious elements can be used 
to create buildings that are 


both imposing and com¬ 
forting, grand and quaint. 
A 1939 Howard Johnson's 
in Gueens seems to put the 
word colonial in quotation 
marks. And we look at a 
1915 monograph showing 
the work of McKim, Mead 
& White, whose principals 
toured New England in the 
1880s, learning from its co¬ 
lonial buildings, before be¬ 
coming influential shapers 
of the Colonial Revival at 
the end of the 19th century. 
Photographs of George 
Washington High School 
on Audubon Avenue in 
Washington Heights, built in 
1925, and Benjamin Franklin 
High School on the Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Drive in Man¬ 
hattan, built in 1941, show 
buildings that invoke the 


colonial past not just with 
their names but also with 
porticos resembling pillared 
Greek temples, topped by 
cupolas meant to echo 
small-town churches and 
city halls. 

They also reveal a double 
aspect of the style, which 
is one of the things that has 
made it so flexible. In one re¬ 
spect it elevates a building, 
invoking the classical past 
that the founding fathers 
had also looked to for inspi¬ 
ration; the place is meant 
to be imposing, worthy of 
allegiance and devotion. In 
another respect, it humbles 
that same building: It is not 
meant to overwhelm but to 
welcome. It turns the grand 
into something comfort¬ 
able. □ 
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Medicare saves money

Every once in a while a 
politician comes up with 
an idea that's so bad, so 
wrongheaded, that you're 
almost grateful. For really 
bad ideas can help illus¬ 
trate the extent to which 
policy discourse has gone 
off the rails. 

And so it was with Sen. Jo¬ 
seph Lieberman’s propos¬ 
al, released last week, to 
raise the age for Medicare 
eligibility to 67 from 65. 

Like Republicans who want 
to end Medicare as we 
know it and replace it with 
(grossly inadequate) insur¬ 
ance vouchers, Lieberman 
describes his proposal as a 
way to save Medicare. It 
wouldn’t actually do that. 
But more to the point, our 
goal shouldn’t be to “save 
Medicare," whatever that 
means. It should be to en¬ 
sure that Americans get 
the health care they need, 
at a cost the nation can af¬ 
ford. 

And here’s what you need 
to know: Medicare actu¬ 
ally saves money - a lot of 
money - compared with 
relying on private insur¬ 
ance companies. And this 
in turn means that pushing 
people out of Medicare, in 
addition to depriving many 
Americans of needed 
care, would almost surely 
end up increasing total 
health care costs. 

The idea of Medicare as 
a money-saving program 
may seem hard to grasp. 
After all, hasn’t Medicare 
spending risen dramatical¬ 
ly over time? Yes, it has: Ad¬ 
justing for overall inflation. 
Medicare spending per 
beneficiary rose more than 
400 percent from 1969 to 
2009.But inflation-adjusted 
premiums on private health 
insurance rose more than 
700 percent over the same 
period. So while it's true 
that Medicare has done an 


inadequate job of control¬ 
ling costs, the private sector 
has done much worse. And 
if we deny Medicare to 65- 
and 66-year-olds, we'll be 
forcing them to get private 
insurance - if they can - 
that will cost much more 
than it would have cost to 
provide the same cover¬ 
age through Medicare. 

By the way, we have direct 
evidence about the higher 
costs of private insurance 
via the Medicare Advan¬ 
tage program, which al¬ 
lows Medicare beneficia¬ 
ries to get their coverage 
through the private sector. 
This was supposed to save 
money; in fact, the pro¬ 
gram costs taxpayers sub¬ 
stantially more per benefi¬ 
ciary than traditional Medi¬ 
care. 

And then there's the in¬ 
ternational evidence. The 
United States has the most 
privatized health care 
system in the advanced 
world; it also has, by far, 
the most expensive care, 
without gaining any clear 
advantage in quality for 
all that spending. Health is 
one area in which the pub¬ 
lic sector consistently does 
a better job than the pri¬ 
vate sector at controlling 
costs. Indeed, as the econ¬ 
omist (and former Rea¬ 
gan adviser) Bruce Bartlett 
points out, high U.S. private 
spending on health care, 
compared with spending in 
other advanced countries, 
just about wipes out any 
benefit we might receive 
from our relatively low tax 
burden. So where’s the 
gain from pushing seniors 
out of an admittedly ex¬ 
pensive system. Medicare, 
into even more expensive 
private health insurance? 
Wait, it gets worse. Not ev¬ 
ery 65- or 66-year-old de¬ 
nied Medicare would be 
able to get private cover¬ 
age - in fact, many would 
find themselves uninsured. 
So what would these se¬ 
niors do?Well, as the health 
economists Austin Frakt 
and Aaron Carroll docu¬ 
ment, right now Americans 
in their early 60s without 
health insurance routinely 
delay needed care, only 
to become very expensive 
Medicare recipients once 
they reach 650

In every time and place, 
people have associated 
new technologies with 
moral decline. “Men think 
that it is essential that the 
Nation have commerce,” 
Henry David Thoreau 
griped in 1854, “and ex¬ 
port ice, and talk through 
a telegraph, and ride thirty 
miles an hour... but wheth¬ 
er we should live like ba¬ 
boons or like men, is a little 
uncertain." Similar anxieties 
have greeted most subse¬ 
quent inventions, from the 
automobile to the iPhone: 
We’re always teetering on 
the brink of baboondom, 
always one technological 
leap away from forfeiting 
our humanity. 

Sometimes, though, the 
pessimists are right to worry. 
Technology really does 
affect character. Cultures 
do change from era to era, 
sometimes for the worse. 
Particular vices can be 
encouraged by particular 
innovations, and thrive in 
the new worlds that they 
create. 

In the sad case of Rep. 
Anfhony Weiner's virtual 
adultery, the Internet 


era's defining vice has 
been thrown into sharp 
relief. It isn’t lust or smut or 
infidelity, though online life 
encourages all three. It's 
a desperate, adolescent 
narcissism. 

The idea that modern 
America is in thrall to self- 
regard dates to the 1970s, 
when writers like Tom Wolfe 
and Christopher Lasch 
famously critiqued the 
excesses of what Wolfe 
dubbed fhe “me decade.” 
But a growing body of 
research suggests that 
American self-involvement 
is actually reaching an 
apogee in the age of 
Facebook and Twitter. 
According to a variety of 
sociologists (San Diego 
State's Jean Twenge, 
Notre Dame's Christian 
Smith, and others), 
younger Americans are 
more self-absorbed, less 
empafhetic and hungrier 
for approbation than 
earlier generations - and 
these trends seem to have 
accelerated as Internet 
culture has ripened. The 
rituals of social media, it 
seems, make status-seekers 
and exhibitionists of us all. 
At 46, Weiner isn’t 
technically a member of 
Generation Facebook, 
but he’s clearly a well- 
habituated creature of the 
online social world. The fact 
that he used the Internet's 
freedoms fo violate 
his marriage vows isn't 
particularly noteworthy. 
That’s just the usual Spitzer- 
Schwarzenegger routine 


performed on a virtual 
plane. What's more striking 
is the form his dalliances 
took - not a private 
surrender to lust or ardor, 
but a pathetic quest for 
quasipublic validation. 

In all the tweets and 
transcripts that have 
leaked to date, there’s 
no sign that Weiner was 
particularly interested in the 
women he communicated 
with - not as human beings, 
certainly, but not really 
even as lust objects either. 
His “partners” existed less 
to titillate him than to hold 
up mirrors to his own vanity: 
Whether the congressman 
was tweeting photos of his 
upper body or bragging 
abouf what lurked below, 
his focus was always 
squarely on himself. If Bill 
Clinton was seduced by a 
flash of Monica Lewinsky’s 
thong, Weiner seems 
to have been led into 
temptation primarily by the 
desire to boast about his 
own endowments. 

In this sense, his tweeted 
chest shots are more 
telling than the explicitly 
pornographic photos that 
followed. There was a time 
when fame and influence 
were supposed to liberate 
men from such adolescent 
insecurity. When Henry 
Kissinger boasted about 
power being the ultimate 
aphrodisiac, the whole 
point was that he didn’t 
have to worry about his 
pecs and glutes while, say, 
wooing the former Bond girl 
Jill Sf. John.Q

Andy Murray beats Tsonga in Queen’s final 


LONDON (AP) — Andy Mur¬ 
ray claimed his first title of 
the season by beating fifth- 
seeded Jo-Wilfried Tson¬ 
ga of France 3-6, 7-6 (2), 
6-4 Monday in the final at 
Queen’s Club. 

The match was played a 
day late because rain post¬ 
poned play on Sunday. 
Murray earned the only 
break in the third set, tak¬ 
ing a 3-2 lead when Tsonga 
sent a forehand wide. 
Murray, who also won the 
title in 2009, is the first Brit¬ 
on to win the Wimbledon 
warmup at least twice 
since Francis Gordon Lowe 
won in 1913-14 and ‘25. 
Tsonga was the fifth French¬ 
man to reach the Queen's 
final in the Open era. Guy 
Forget lost to Pete Sampras 
in 1995, Sebastien Grosjean 
lost to Andy Roddick in 2003 
and 2004 and Nicolas Ma- 
hut was beaten by Murray 
in 2009. 

Both players were evenly 
matched and showed 
great athleticism, with Mur¬ 
ray’s speed matched by 


Tsonga's greater willingness 
to come to the net. 

Tsonga held off a break 
point at 1-1 when a drop- 
shot clipped the net and 
fell in his favor. He then 
broke at love to lead 4-2 
and fought off two more 
break points as he served 
out the set. 

Both players held chances 
in the second set, as Tsonga 
survived four break points 
with Murray leading 4-3 and 
the second-seeded Murray 
held off two break points at 
5-5, before the Scot swept 
the last five points of the 
tiebreaker. 

It was Murray who earned 
the only break of the final 
set, taking a decisive 3-2 
lead on his 10th break point 
of the match when Tsonga 
sent a forehand down the 
line and it fell wide. 

“It was an unbelievable 
week for me," Murray said. 
“I started off not playing 
great but managed to find 
my way through, and the 
last two matches were so 
much fun.” As for his next

7 of the 1994 finals to Mark 
Messier’s New York Rang¬ 
ers, and hadn’t been back 
to the finals since.

Second-line forward Ma¬ 
son Raymond was taken 
to a hospital with an undis¬ 
closed injury after he ran 
into the boards backward 
and bent at the waist in a 
collision with Boston defen¬ 
seman Johnny Boychuk.

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Louisville confronts obesity, 
offers life lesson for others

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - This city’s 
Broadway displays its own 
array of neon signs - two 
dozen fast-food restau¬ 
rants, as diverse as McDon¬ 
ald's and the local Indi's - 
beckoning along a 2.8-mile 
corridor bookended by 
low-income neighborhoods 
on the front lines of a multi- 
million-dollar battle against 
obesity. 

The street symbolizes one 
of many hurdles facing of¬ 
ficials here working to put a 
severely overweight popu¬ 
lation on a diet.

Taking off the shackles 
of Parkinson’s disease

Dr. Karen Jaffe, an obstetri¬ 
cian-gynecologist in Cleve¬ 
land, was only 48 when she 
learned she had Parkinson’s 
disease. Four years later, 
she continues to maintain a 
full-time medical and surgi¬ 
cal practice, even perform¬ 
ing ritual circumcisions. 

“I’m doing everything I can 
to stay healthy,” she told 
me in an interview. “My 
medications and exercises 
control my tremor, so doing 
surgery is not a problem.” 
For patients with Parkinson’s 
disease, like Jaffe, there still 
is no cure. But researchers 
have begun to make prog¬ 
ress in identifying causes 
of the disease, and a new 
study promises to help iden¬ 
tify better treatments. 

Until then, many patients 
are getting by on grit and 
determination. In speak¬ 
ing recently with several 
of them, two common 
threads emerged: an initial 
unwillingness to believe or 
reveal the diagnosis, fol¬ 
lowed by acceptance and 
a determination to pursue 
whatever it takes to remain 
as healthy and functional 
as possible. 

In addition to taking medi¬ 
cation designed to replace 
the brain chemical, dopa¬ 
mine, that is diminished in 
this neurological disease, 
each person I spoke with is 
dedicated to regular, often 
vigorous physical activity 
that can minimize the dis¬ 
abilities caused by Parkin¬ 
son’s. One, David Wolf, 51, 
of Buffalo, has even taken 
up fencing, saying (in jesf, I 
hope), “There’s nothing like 
running someone through 
with a sword to make your 
day.” Another, Rena Bulkin, 
68, of Manhattan, goes to 
a gym several times a week 
to do aerobics, stretch¬ 
ing and range-of-motion 
and balance exercises. “If 
I don’t work out, my symp¬ 
toms are much worse,” 
she said. Jaffe dances 
fhe fango and whacks a 
heavy punching bag to 
reduce her symptoms and 
enhance function. “The 
punching bag helps my 
arms and relieves my frus¬ 
trations,” she said. “It feels 
so good fo hit the thing.” 
She also rides an exercise 
bike at low resistance and 
high speed - 80 to 90 revo¬ 


lutions a minute - an activ¬ 
ity that was shown in stud¬ 
ies at the Cleveland Clinic 
to significantly reduce arm 
tremor. The Parkinson’s pa¬ 
tients also emphasized the 
importance of having a 
physician who is both ex¬ 
pert in the disease and will¬ 
ing to work with patients to 
find treatments that pro¬ 
duce the most benefits with

the fewest side effects. 
Theirs is a lesson worth learn¬ 
ing by the growing numbers 
of people with Parkinson’s 
and their caregivers. The 
sooner one comes to terms 
with the diagnosis and 
starts treatment, the less 
rapidly the disease is likely 
to worsen. Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease is a slowly progressive 
neurodegenerative condi¬ 
tion involving a significant 
loss of dopamine, a neu¬ 
rotransmitter produced in a 
section of the brain called 
the substantia nigra that 
helps to control movement 
and emotional responses. 
While manifestations of the 
disease can vary widely 
from person to person, the 
most common physical 
symptoms include tremor, 
or shakiness or trembling 
in the hands, arms, legs, 
jaw and face; rigidity of 
the muscles; slowness of 
movement or difficulty 
starting to move; and prob¬ 
lems with balance and

SHANGHAI (AP) — Chinese 
consumers are becoming 
increasingly sophisticated

the tastes of the hundreds 
of millions of new consum¬ 
ers they are targeting, it 
concluded. □ 


U.S. video game sales 
dip to Oct 2006 levels 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — U.S. sales of consoles and video 
games fell 14 percent in May to $743 million, the lowest 
monthly figure since October 2006. 

NPD Group, which compiles the data, said Monday that 
the decline is mostly due to a light schedule of new releas¬ 
es. There were just 42 new games released in May com¬ 
pared to 58 in the same month a year ago. 

“As a result of a lighter release slate, promotional activ¬ 
ity at retail and in circulars was reduced as well, which 
undoubtedly affected not only planned but impulse pur¬ 
chases,” said NPD analyst Anita Frazier, in a statement. 
Some of the loss in hardware, software and accessories 
could also be due to gamers spending more on online 
content, she said. 

Hardware sales fell 5 percent to $229 million, software 
sales fell 19 percent to $376 million and accessories sales 
fell 6 percent to $114 million. 

The top-selling game was “L.A. Noire,” an interactive 
crime story game made by Rockstar Games for the Xbox 
360 and PlayStation 3.Q

Wendy’s agrees to sell Arby’s to equity firm

NEW YORK (AP) — The mar¬ 
riage of square burgers and 
roast beef sandwiches is 
about to end. 
Wendy's/Arby’s Group 
said Monday that it will 
sell a majority stake in its 
struggling Arby’s brand to 
Roark Capital Group, the 
Atlanta private equity firm. 
The move marks the end 
of a short-lived union be¬ 
tween the two fast-food 
chains, and represents a 
role reversal. Arby’s started 
as the suitor in the relation¬ 
ship, and ended up on the 
chopping block. 

In an interview with the As¬ 
sociated Press, Wendy’s/ 
Arby’s Group CEO Roland 
Smith said that the 2008 
combination of the two 
fast-food chains had “ab¬ 
solutely not” been a failure. 
“I think that at the time we 


put the two brands together 
it was the exact right thing 
to do,” Smith said, “but 
any business that continues 
to do well and perform has 
to be nimble and adapt to 
what the market is." 
Wendy’s/Arby’s shares rose 
14 cents, or 3 percent, to 
$4.66 in late-morning trad¬ 
ing, as investors signaled 
their pleasure with hav¬ 
ing more clarity about the 
company’s future. But the 
shares remain well below 
$5.90, their price on the 
day the combination was 
announced in September 
2008. 

Roark, which already owns 
Moe's Southwest Grill, Cin- 
nabon and other restau¬ 
rants, will pay $130 million 
in cash for an 81.5 percent 
stake in Arby’s. It also will as¬ 
sume $190 million worth of 
Arby’s debt.

Wendy’s/Arby’s will 

change its name after the 
sale is completed.

Aetna CEO Mark Berto- 
lini said in a statement 
from the insurer Medicare 


supplement coverage is 
expected to grow fast in 
the coming years as baby 
boomers — the genera¬ 
tion of Americans born in 
the years after World War II 
ended — reach age 65 and 
become eligible for Medi¬ 
care. Aetna is the third- 
largest health insurer based 
on enrollment, trailing Well¬ 
Point Inc. and UnitedHealth 
Group Inc. Last week, Indi¬ 
anapolis-based WellPoint 
said it will buy California 
Medicare Advantage plan 
provider CareMore in a 
deal reportedly valued at 
around $800 million. Care- 
More also runs 26 clinics 
staffed with doctors, physi¬ 
cal therapists and case 
managers, among other 
health care professionals. 
Medicare Advantage 
plans are privately run ver¬ 
sions of Medicare, and 
WellPoint also cited baby 
boomers as a factor be¬

NEW YORK (AP) — Clothing and footwear 
maker VF Corp., whose brands include 
Wrangler, Nautica and The North Face, 
said Monday it will buy boot and clothing 
maker Timberland Co. for more than $2.2 
billion as it seeks to expand its outdoor of¬ 
ferings. 

VF plans to make Timberland part of its 
outdoor and actions sports business, and it 
said Timberland's headquarters will remain 
in Stratham, New Hampshire. With the ad¬ 
dition of Timberland, VF's outdoor and ac¬ 
tion sports business, which also includes 
Vans, Jansport, Eastpak and other brands, 
will make up 50 percent of the company’s 
total revenue. They expect that to grow to 
60 percent by 2015. 

VF is offering $43 for each Timberland 
share, a premium of 43.4 percent to Tim¬ 
berland's closing price last week. 
Timberland shares climbed $12.79, or 42.7 
percent, to $42.78 in midday trading. Tim¬ 
berland stock has traded between $15.07 
and $45.72 in the last year. VF shares rose 
$10.08, or 11 percent, to $101.88. 
Greensboro, North Carolina-based VF said 
the boards of both companies have ap¬ 
proved the deal. 

It expects the sale to close during the third 
quarter. 

VF has focused on expanding through ac¬ 
quisitions and made up a list of 50 compa¬ 
nies that could help the outdoor segment 
grow about a year ago. Said VF CEO Eric 
Wiseman in a call with analysts. The list was 


shortened and refined over time, he said. 
“At the very top of that list was Timber¬ 
land,” Wiseman said. 

Timberland is expected to have about $1.6 
billion in sales in 2011, and VF said it is tar¬ 
geting annual revenue growth of 10 per¬ 
cent for the company. 

VF said the deal will add 25 cents per share 
to its profit and $700 million to its revenue 
in 2011. It said the deal will add 75 cents 
to its profit in 2012. Those estimates include 
transaction expenses of about 20 cents 
per share this year and 15 cents per share 
in 2012. 

Timberland, which also owns the Smart- 
Wool brand, made its name in the 1970s 
with its waterproof heavy duty boot and 
later, boat shoes. The company suffered 
from a sales drop during the recession. Re¬ 
sults have improved in recent quarters, but 
in May the company missed first-quarter 
expectations, causing its shares to plum¬ 
met. The company's stock closed down 28 
percent on Friday from its price prior to the 
earnings report in May. 

VF executives said they plan to expand 
Timberland's apparel offerings and spur 
growth overseas in countries such as Chi¬ 
na. 

The acquisition gives VF ways to cut costs, 
an opportunity to better position the Tim¬ 
berland brand, and hidden growth drivers 
with Timberland’s other brands, Earthkeep- 
ers and Smart Wool, said Wall Street Strate¬ 
gies analyst Brian Sozzi. 

“This is a fantastic deal strategically and 
valuation wise for VF Corp.,” Sozzi said.Q

Google strikes deal to 
add Admeld to arsenal

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Google Inc. has struck a deal to 
buy Admeld, a service that helps websites make more 
money from online advertising. 

The agreement announced Monday positions Google to 
add another potentially valuable weapon to its advertis¬ 
ing arsenal. Google already sells the most advertising on 
the Internet. The company's total ad revenue is expected 
to surpass $30 billion this year — greater than the entire 
newspaper industry. 

For that reason, the proposed acquisition of Admeld may 
face more regulatory scrutiny than most deals of its size 
do. 

Financial terms of the Admeld agreement weren’t dis¬ 
closed, an indication that Google isn’t paying a high 
enough price for the proposed acquisition to be consid¬ 
ered a major financial event. 

Founded three years ago, privately held Admeld employs 
about 100 workers at its New York headquarters and other 
offices in San Francisco, London, Berlin and Toronto. 
Admeld's service is focused on marketing campaigns 
that promote brands and typically feature imagery. The 
format is known as display advertising, an area where 
Google Inc. has been gaining market share since its $3.2 
billion acquisition of Doubleclick Inc. in 2008. 

The U.S. Federal Trade Commission spent a year exam¬ 
ining the Doubleclick deal, still the largest acquisition in 
Google's 13-year history.

Google has been building its display advertising business 
to supplement its dominance of Internet search and the 
text-based ads that run alongside search results as well as 
other Web content. 

The diversification has been working out so well that the 
research firm IDC said Google surpassed the Internet's 
long-time display advertising leader, Yahoo Inc., during 
the first three months of this year. IDC estimated Google 
held 14.7 percent of the U.S. online display ad market in 
the first quarter, followed by Yahoo at 12.3 percent and 
Facebook at 8.8 percent. 

“Together with Admeld, we hope to make display adver¬ 
tising simpler, more efficient and more valuable,” Neal

The sisters withdrew their support for fhe debit card three 
weeks after the product launched following a warning 
from Connecticut Attorney General Richard Blumenthal 
that the card’s fees were “predatory.” 

According to Hamilton’s ruling, Revenue Resource Group 
argued that they lost other celebrity endorsements be¬ 
cause the Kardashians pulled out of their deal. □ 


Producer fights extradition

New idea for cleaners: just add electricity

NEW YORK (AP) — It sounds 
like a late-night infomer¬ 
cial: Kill germs and clean 
surfaces with nothing more 
than water and a few volts 
of electricity! Pay pennies 
a gallon! Strong enough to 
kill germs but gentle on your 
skin! 

The use of electricity and 
water to clean and disin¬ 
fect has been embraced 
by some food and hospi¬ 
tality businesses looking to 
save money and go green 
by swapping out conven¬ 
tional products. 

At busy Whole Foods on 
Manhattan’s Union Square, 
workers keep battery-oper¬ 
ated spray bottles designed 
to keep surfaces clean with 
water packing an electrical 
charge. Also available are 
electrolyzed oxidizing wa¬ 
ter products, or EO water, 
which are cleaning systems 
that use salt and electric¬ 
ity to create solutions for 
cleaning kitchens, prison 


floors and hotel rooms. 

No, these are not miracle 
elixirs. 

While users of the two dif¬ 
ferent types of systems say 
they save money, startup 
costs are far higher than 
simply buying a bottle of 
bleach. They’re not suit¬ 
able for every cleaning 
job, and different zapped 
water treatments can lose 
potency over time. Critics 
say some of the claims for 
electrolyzed water in par¬ 
ticular — it’s touted as ev¬ 
erything from a health drink 
to a skin treatment — are 
overblown. 

Still, studies have shown 
water exposed to a charge 
works as a cleaner. 

“We use it everywhere," 
said Mary Ann Flynn, ap¬ 
pearance manager for the 
Culinary Institute of Ameri¬ 
ca in Hyde Park, New York. 
The school uses EO water. 
“They fill mop buckets with 
it. They fill bottles so that the 
students and the chefs use 
it in the kitchen.” 


The electrolyzed water 
systems vary, but a com¬ 
mon type creates sepa¬ 
rate streams of disinfectant 
and cleaner by running a 
charge through water ex¬ 
posed to salt. 

The disinfectant stream 
mainly contains hypochlo- 
rous acid, a form of chlo¬ 
rine. Viking Pure, one of 
several makers active in the 
United States, claims its san¬ 
itizing solution is effective 
against a long list of patho¬ 
gens ranging from listeria to 
swine flu virus. 

A big selling point of the 
machines it sells is that us¬ 
ers make the cleaner on 
the spot so they don't have 
to transport chemicals. Vi¬ 
king Pure's president, Wal¬ 
ter Warning, said the “acid 
water” is so gentle you can 
spray it on your skin. 

The same salt-and-electric- 
ity process also creates a 
separate stream of sodium 
hydroxide, a common in¬ 
gredient in cleaners. 

This “alkaline” stream can 
be used as a general pur¬ 
pose cleaner and degreas¬ 
er. 

Deborah Stone, house¬ 
keeping manager for 
Carolina Designs rental 
agency at North Carolina’s 
Outer Banks, swears by it 
and said some of the big¬ 
gest problems are convinc¬ 
ing workers they can clean 
without suds. 

“It's very difficult for the 
cleaners to comprehend 
that because there is no 
smell and because there 
are no bubbles, they don’t 
get the sense that they're 
actually cleaning,” Stone 
said. “You still have those 
die-hard people that want 
the suds and the pretty 
smell." 

Academic researchers 
have found that electro¬ 
lyzed systems can be effec¬ 
tive cleaners and disinfec¬ 
tants when the process is 
done correctlyO

MANCHESTER, Tenn. - The 

10th Bonnaroo Music & Arts 
Festival ended Sunday, and 
more than 85,000 people 
returned to civilian life, their 
ears ringing with too much 
music. Because it is a brand 
with a mysterious grip on 
hale young-adult Ameri¬ 
cans with mystical tenden¬ 
cies, because it broke little 
aesthetic ground and be¬ 
cause it's a milestone year, 
let's do consumer service 
first. 

Bonnaroo is convenient, 
more so than, say, Coachel¬ 
la: It takes one unhazard¬ 
ous hour to get from the 
festival site to the Nashville 
airport, and Manchester, in 
Coffee County, is central 
to the mid-South. Security 
is good-natured, even hu¬ 
morous. The festival is well 
priced: at $210 to $250, a 
general-admission ticket 
can be $100 cheaper than 
Coachella, for four days in¬ 
stead of three. (For another 
$750, the organizers will set 
you up with a nice-looking 
tent the size of some New 
York studio apartments.) 

It is hot, and getting hotter: 


this is a June of record highs 
for Tennessee, with temper¬ 
atures in the mid-90s, about 
10 degrees above what 
they should be. The food on 
the grounds, absurdly plen¬ 
tiful, is a step above Italian 
sausages and corn dogs, 
though those were avail¬ 


able too. There's an enor¬ 
mous tent for microbrewed 
beer. You can find a de¬ 
cent cup of coffee. 

The big festivals are starting 
to look alike, but there is still 
no snob appeal to Bonna¬ 
roo, which is intriguing. You 
couldn't say it welcomes 
everyone; you could say it 
welcomes anyone. 

On the nine-stage sched¬ 
ule, Gregg Allman com¬ 
peted with Robyn; Bruce 
Hornsby competed with 
Junip; Wiz Khalifa compet¬ 
ed with Loretta Lynn and 
Bootsy Collins. There was 
a sports bar right off the 
hippie-beads and glass- 
blowing boulevard near 
the festival's center, where 
a forest of dudes watched 
the Mavs beat Miami. (This 
festival took root in hippie 
loam before it sprouted 
elsewhere: into metal; hip- 
hop; Americana; bad early- 
morning, glow-stick techno; 
general alternative twee¬ 
ness; and Mongolian pow¬ 
er-rock.) The alternative to 
the microbrewed ales was 
Miller Lite. 

The amount of dust on the 
festival part of the site - 
maybe a quarter of the 


750-acre plot owned by 
Bonnaroo’s organizers - 
was staggering, and finally 
hard to live with. Often, it 
felt like an effort to find an 
area without dust; often, 
the areas without dust were 
muddy. Camping? Lots of 
it, well demarcated, sepa¬ 


rated into areas with funny 
names, and I heard tales 
of deer ticks, but otherwise 
I can’t help you; I was at a 
price-jacked Holiday Inn. 

It all happened on time, 
with minimal slippage. Col¬ 
lins ran 40 minutes late 
with the funk, and Sunday 


night's “Superjam” took 30 
minutes for a Noah's Ark 
sound check. Superjam! 
Lots of solos, you’d think, 
and few songs, called on 
the fly. 

Not so. Dr. John - whose 
1974 album “Desitively 
Bonnaroo” gave the fes¬ 


tival its name and who 
performed that album in 
full with the Meters and Al¬ 
len Toussaint late Saturday 
night - collaborated with 
Dan Auerbach of the Black 
Keys. They had two drum¬ 
mers: Patrick Hallahan, of 
My Morning Jacket, and 


Max Weissenfeldt, of the 
German rare-groove band 
Poets of Rhythm, a light- 
handed drummer who 
knows his rare 45s, who 
knows the precise differ¬ 
ences between the rhythms 
of James Black and Ziga- 
boo Modeliste. (This is where 
snobs are useful.) 

They’d rehearsed and 
planned. They played Dr. 
John songs - “Jump Stur¬ 
dy," “Black John the Con¬ 
queror" - and other bits of 
New Orleans, like “Iko Iko" 
and Betty Harris' fabulous 
“Break in the Road." The 
Preservation Hall Jazz Band, 
from New Orleans, joined 
them with horns and bass 
drum. The superjammers 
were not too inclusive or 
too sloppy: they kept the 
funk to a quiet rustle, with 
few solos, except for Auer¬ 
bach’s - scrappy, flavorless, 
short, a courtesy to his fans, 
no damage done. Oh, it 
was good. The Preservation 
Hall band, led by the tuba 
player Ben Jaffe, works at 
historical continuity; it did so 
here, too, with the history of 
Thursday to Sunday. It be¬ 
came Bonnaroo’s binding 
glue. It led a crowd in a sec¬ 
ond-line parade from the 


Meters on Saturday night 
to an unannounced show 
by the band Portugal. The 
Man; it played a set with 
the bluegrass singer Del 
McCoury; it was featured in 
Danny Clinch’s movie “Lou¬ 
isiana Fairytale," screened 
in the cinema tent, about 


its collaboration with My 
Morning Jacket; and it ap¬ 
peared live with that band 
on Friday. 

This was the fifth Bonnaroo 
for My Morning Jacket - the 
band from Louisville, led by 
the singer-songwriter Jim 
James, that enlarges sweet 
and simple rock songs with 
cathedral echo - and the 
first time on the main stage. 
It couldn't have gone bet¬ 
ter: the band blasted its 
slow, blobby group sound, 
and James' swollen-tonsil 
tenor, into the sky, alter¬ 
nately twinkling and making 
violent noise. My Morning 
Jacket is hard not to root 
for. Its last appearance, in 
2008, ran more than three 
hours, and strangely, given 
the information monsoon 
and the band’s hundreds 
of concerts since then, peo¬ 
ple still talk about it. I will be 
thinking about this one for a 
while, too. 

If that set represented the 
apotheosis of getting-into- 
it - the My Morning Jacket 
Experience - Lil Wayne kept 
his distance, measuring his 
options, rapping well but 
letting the air out of the 
performance in between 
songs. □
